This contract i1s for the supply of street guide directones and wall maps of the Austin area and surrounding
vicinities, Firefighters and police officers will use these maps to quickly locate addresses to which they have
been dispatched These maps are also used by the field crews of the utihty departments to locate addresses
that may require inspections or to respond to service calls. Several other departments mamntain a small
number of the maps for informational purposes and/or for the public

The major user for the maps 1s the Austin Police Department (58%). Other users include the Water
Wastewater Department {23%), Watershed Protection Development Review Department (8%) and
Emergency Medical Services {3%). Austin Energy, Austin Fire Department, Public Works Department,
Health and Human Services Department, Library and the Parks and Recreation Department use the
remaming 8%
